Water is her 
formula 
fur living

• Dr. Hilary Jolly wasn't altogether 
joking as she smile*! and naid : 4i I 
suppose I have water on the brain.'' 



THERE is "water, water 
everywhere" in Dr. 
Jolly's life at bushy War- 
ragamba, 50 miles from 
Sydney. 

For the past 18 jnumhs she 
has helped to safeguard 
574,688,000,000 gallons of it 

She is chief biologist of the 
Mer.ro|ioliten Wafer, Sewerage 
and Drainage Board, Sydney, 
which controls a catchment 
area nf 3*375 square miles. 

Strictly scientifically she it 
a limnologisr — an expert on 
the chemistry and life of in- 
land waters. 

She studies the plant and 

■aim*! life bi 'he huge latch- 

ment area whirh serves Syd- 
ney and mnrh nf the NJi.W. 
south roast - approximately 
2^6-1,000 people— then advises 
the Board uf any irregularities 
which could affect distribution. 

Lang contact 

At Dr. Jolly's neat lihro 
laljoratory in the quiet Warra- 
gamha » ountrysidr — whirh 
roams rather incongruously 
around the technical maijiiifi- 
cenrc of thr mighty £.35J- 
milliixi dam — ihe outlined her 
ftfttang contact with water. 

F.vcn in answer to my ques- 
tion about her age water 
popped up. 

Just say," site said dis- 
amiingly. "that quite a lot 
nf walet has flowed under the 
bridge . . 

Perhaps il all started, the 
clortor suggened, at her home 
town, Hamilton, New Zealand, 
when she WM four. 

Her father tied a rope 
around her and tinsed her into 
the water to learn to swim.

Dr. Jolly — or as site was 
l hen, pictajted Hilary Jolly — 
Inter loved rowing the family 
dinghy on Hamilton Ijikc. 

She graduated to yachting, 
first a small -kill, then a 22- 
looter. 

About half of Dr. Jolly's 
isurking week is spent on held 
trips. 

These start at 7.30 a.m. 
and take her to the sin Water 
Hoard dams —Cataract, Cor- 
deaux, Avon, Nrpean, Woro- 
nora, and Warragamba — and 
their tributaries, 

Field trips usually involve 
rowing for miles (that, of 
course, is jusl what the donor 
ordered J and camping out. 

The basic aim of Dr. Jolly's 
t rips is to lake samples of 
animal and plant plankton 
(drifting, usually microsv'opic, 
life in water) for analysis. 

Her work nffcrs Dr. Jolly 
lite enjoyment of a magical 
world inhabited by strange 
life and lush, unknown -to-ihc- 
laymnn vegetation 

For example, in her nets 
and drpih-bottles she captures. 
Tin viewing under a micro- 
scope, tiny shrimps which 
would go billions to the pound 
in a fish shop. 

She sees a beautiful "gar- 
den" filled with yellow-green 
long-stranded l\fetrnsirj, bril- 
liant green petal-shaped Cos- 
marium. star-shaped Stauras- 
liutu, 

Dr. Jolly sees these, and 
many more, bloom in spring, 
fade and die in winter. 

And, as an underwater Sir 
Waller Raleigh, she Finds 
tobacco weed, Polyroa, which 
rail play havoc with pipes (of 
the water variety) by blocking 
filters. 



QUEEN MOTHER 

Mt*s her frientlly g&ad manners 
— in fuet 9 her simple fj&&*lnes#*

• One day in Washington, I railed a cab to take me from my hotel 
to Mount Vernon, George Washington's elegant bouse above the Polo- 
mar River. When the driver heard my voice he asked, "You from Eng- 
land?-' and I said, it Yes, ,? After a few moments he asked, "Rave you 
ever seen Queen Elizabeth the Queen Mother?" 




I WAS able to answer, "Yes. I have met her." "Well, 
So have I," he said. *'I was inside the gates al Mount 
Vernon when she went there. As she stepped out of 
the car just beside me there was a shower of rain. 

"She opened hn parasol and, as she did it, she looked at 
me, smiled, and said, 'Kxiuse nir ' 

"What do yon think of ihic! My! She"* a lovely lady" 

Neil day, by one of thine coincidence*, I came out of the 
Library uf Congress, hailed 3 cab, and found the same driver. 
"Wr were buddies hn mediately. 

He ulked of Kngland: I ron Fenced rhat f had written a 
book on Windsor Gasde and promised to snu! him ;> ■ <ipv. 
At die end uf the journey he refused my dollar and f&\<\ t 
"Ni>, you're my pnest •■!! this lrip," 

Two themes emergi?. The first is thnt good manners- 
spread nut and arc rr-meinbcred: they increase and multiply 
and w.inn all thai they touch. The .second i* thai Queen 
Elbahelh the Queen Mother has bestowed this blessing 
everywhere, she has travelled. 

It is ihe secret of her infhirnee and the key to her life. 

Most of us realise that had manners arise from inwnid bar 
and uncertainly. If this is true, thr huppine» and the 
authentic reLnioi .ships: <>f It r ehildlurod 
guarded the Quirrn Mother from this (ollv. 
just as thev were to shield her from the 
unnatural strains of relationships in a Rov.it 
houiehnld of the old Tegimc. 

Although the Queen Mother was bom 
in Eaiglalid. her -anrcstral roots and thr 
enduring influences of her childhood came 
from GlamL; Castle, to Scot land, jnd the 
valid life of the Highlands, where Eng- 
lishmen are at ill looked upon as foreigners. 

Years nf girlhood BpCBt in Kngland and 
marriage did not change- the Quern 
Mother 1 * independent Scottish heart. There 
is a story ol her visit to South Africa in 
19+7,. when a dour Afrikaner, in Natal, said thai he was de- 
lighted to greet her but that he still haled being ruled by the 
English. 

She is said to have answered, "I understand perfectly. We 
feel the same in Scotland." 

Child without fear 

Monarch* have seldom been good mothers and fathers; 
almost at birth their childrrn are handed over to governesses 
and official guardians, who are strangers. The natural hive 
between parent and ehild is therefore ruined. The Quern 
Mother did not mlTer from thi* alienation. 

With her brother David she learned her first lessons from 
both Bible and sehnolbook frotn her parents. There was no 
shadow of Royal duty over the children at Clamis. 

Their mother, their auntv and uncles wrotr bonks and 
painted landscapes. They parked their paiiil-btnte'j and sketch- 
book! into their luggage as naturally at wr pack our cameras. 

So Lady Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon grew up u*ed to intelligent 
but unpreieniiuui. conversation. All this wait to be a great 
influence on her interests when she became Queen. 

Her nurse described her as "nn exceptionally easy child," 
but nurses are inclined to say thii since it become* a compli- 
ment to iheni*rlvev Tlie Queen Mother was also a naughts 
child; she oner poured water from one of the turrets of 
Glamis on thr heads of visitors arriving for lunch. 

Every episode of which we read increases the finr truth 
that ihe was without fear.

"The man was brought anil the Queen thanked him. He was 
an old servant of ours, from Hyde Parit village.

This incident revealed a per- 
sona] detail about Mary Welsh 
Hemingway - one of the few 
glimpses of the private life of 
any of his wives — that had a 
typical Hemingsvay twist. 

The novelist revealed after 
ihe crash that his wife's snor- 
ing when they slept In-side the 
crashed plane attracted wild 
elephants. 

Even life at home, when the 
author was relaxing after an

SETTING UP 

THE AQUARIUM 

VTOLIR fim step is to buy an aquarium, or tank 
* a home for your fish. 

Most popular size is 24m. x 12in. x 12in., costing about 
£4. Thii holds 12 gallons of water and, if properly equip- 
ped, will maintain 20 to 30 fish. 

Next essential is to arrange a means of hearing the tank 
to the tropical temperature which the fish arc used to in 
their natural waters. 'Inis is done by using a heater in 
"injunction with a thermostat. The former will cost from 
19/6 in £2, and the latter from 30/- to £3. 

All prices given vary considerably according to States 
and to quality. 

The heater is simply a wire-wound elemcnr encased in a 
waterproof container, such as glass, porcelain, or stainless 
steel. Some are completely immersiblc, while others are 
stood vertically in the tank with the lop section out of 

the water.- 

rhe thermostat, of course, automatically controls the 
Iteater, maintaining the water at the desired temperature — 
usually about 75 degrees. 

Some beginner] content themselves with a heater and 
thermostat which they wire up themselves, but the usual 
is a combination heater and thermostat costing round £4 in 
£5 which need only be plugged into a power point. 

After proper heating, next essential is efficient aeration, 
lor which an air pump is needed. A popular atr pump is 
the small vibrator type which ranges in price from £3 to £4.

# Keeping tropical fish is a fascinating hobby — 
the glowing, glidin g pets provide endless interest 
for the fancier as well as a constant visual delight. 



Aeration, which releases a continual stream of bubbles 
under the water, serves these important purposes: 

• The bubbles create a convection current which ensures 
that stale water at the bottom of the tank is brought to 
the surface to allow carbon dioxide to escape into theyair, 
and at the same time fresh oxygen to be absorbed into the 
water. 

• The convection current prevents the water from "layering;." 

A tank without aeration may achieve a temperature dif- 
ference of 10 degrees between surface and bottom tin really 
cold weather. 

To keep the lank water crystal clear — necessary not only 
for good viewing but for fish health — you should next 
invest in a filter. 

Most-used type draws the water up a tube and drops 
it back into the tank through a tray packed with glass wool. 
Power to drive it comes from the air pump, and very little 
air pressure is needed to filter a lank rapidly. 

Ordinary filters .cost from 16/6 to 18/6, while, the under- 
water types range from 25/- to 5f>/-. The latter are becoming 
popular, as they save the aquarist the trouble of changing 
the glass wool twice a week. 

Knough plants for your lank can be provided lor at least 
fit, the freshwater sand in which to grow them can lie 
collected free from inland rivers, and the attractively shaped 
pebbles or driftwood can also be gathered lree. 

Light is needed for growing the plants, and daylight is

rFROPICAL fish are so tiny and look, so frajrilr. 
-*- that they seem to be dedicate treasures which 
would require a wealth of care. 

Qnitc the contrary. They are generally hardy and will 
react happily tu simple, ordinary, commonsense attention. 

And they are not as expensive as they look. 

You can start your aquarium with a few Pearl Danios, 
which will cost only 4/- each; some Guppies, costing from 
2/G to 3/- each; Swordtaits, 3/6 to i/- each; and some Angels, 
about +/- each. . 

They arc a good basis for any new tank, not only because 
of their reasonable price but because they react well to 
amateur cane. 

liter, when you are more experienced and more am- 
bitrous, you won't be happy until you own tie expensivr 
Cardinal Tetra, which can cost op lo 50/- each. 

In between these bottom and lop prices can be bought a 
wide variety of tropical fish now fared in most Australian 
capital cities or imported from Hongkong and Singapore. 

There are Zebras, White Clouds, Plfltya, Harlequins, Neon 
Terras, Lace Cnuramis, and Clowlights,' none of which cost 
more than 6/-. A little more expensive, but most decorative, 
is the Hlack Angel, which usually rosts about 10/-. 

You can fill your lank with tropical fish as cheaply or 
expensively as you like 

If you can't get the tropical fish you want from a dealer, 
try your nearest aquarium society. Members ol these

Thnse kept indoors in small 
atroariuuis do best when fed 
with Living organisms. live 
foods axe more nutritious than 
dry foods, and add bulk and 
laxatives to the fish diet.

When dried foods arc used, 
special care must be taken not 
to over-feed, and to keep the 
sand clear and free. Tiny, un- 
eaten food particles will de- 
compose in tht sand. 

Living creatures will □ o I 
decompose and spoil the water 
but will Last for many hours, 
even - days. 

A well-known live food for 
li-.h tanks is daphuia. a t i n y 
crustacean. Unfortunately, it 
is 96 per cent, water, so enorm- 
ous quantities hnvtrto be sup- 
plied to satisfy the fish. 

A rfaphnia is round and 
transparent, about l-8in. in 
diameter, and has tiny antler- 
like arms lo propel it. 

Start culture 

Daphnia may be netted 
from suburban lakes by run- 
ning a net of fine-mesh nylon 
through clouds of them and 
other liny insects which often 
abound at the water's edge. 

Having obtained your first 
daphnia, start a culture in your 
backyard. 

First make a pond and 
start a culture of infusoria for 
feeding the daphnia. This can 
be done by putting in thr 
water numerous lettuce 
leaves, banana skins, vrgciablc 
left-overs, some bones, and a 
little sheep or cow manure- 
Allow this lo stand for two 
or three weeks and then intro- 
duce the daplinia. 

Daphuia is not easily ob- 
tained in alt districts — m Syd- 
ney it has been impossible to 
find for some months. 

Other five foods include: 
• White worms. 

A culture of these may be 
maintained by keeping in a 
composition of moist sieved 
loam and prat moss, and fed 
once or twice a week. Tu do 
this, make holes in lite culture 
with a rounded stick and fill 
with soaked bread or any Lit- 
rlien scraps, except meat.

I wish T had a quarter of her system. 

My trouble is that ubually 1 ean't for the 
life of me remember what J gave people the 
last time they had dinner with us, and when 
1 have finally decided what I'M make it's ten 
to uue thai I ran'l remember whom I gul 
the recipe from. 

I'm likely to find that I've served one of my 
guent'j specialities, only nnl quite so perfeedy 
cooked as she would do it. , 

I regard with the deepest suspicion those 
of my friends who say ihey "adore'" ciiiin: 
more or less formal dinner parries. 1 dnn't 
believe h. 

Either their houses and the contents of 
sideboardi 'and cupboards arc in a most un- 
natural slate ol readiness at all rimes or 
else they most fmd it just as mnch of a mind 
as everyone else does. 

I know it takes ine the whole day to pre- 
pare — glastrs tlrat have been put away 
dean all ..rem la need washing, the flowers 
obstinately collapse even 1 time I take my 
eyes off them, one of the table* mats I M'anl 
to use has always mysteriously vanished, and 
it's usually a day when practically everyone 
1 know rinp me up and talks for hall an 
hour at lease 

Probably most housewives who haven't got 
a mania for conking and entertaining are 
at their best with unexpected or last-mEnutc 
guests. 

If they can open an extra tin of something, 
or whip up an omelet, or improvise in some 
way so that the food that was going to be just 
enough for the family stretches to feed two or 
three more, then they're doing their best 
cooking, and enjoying doing iL

Problems in 
formal entertaining 

J^T'S a bit difficult, too, to know how many- 
people to ask — in strike a balance between 
the right number for conversation (and your 
dinner table) and the chance to "get off" 
smiiher couple or two who've been an your 
conscience. 

A famous hostess once aaid that the proper 
nunioer of guests to invite to a dinner was 
"Not more than the Muses or less dtan the 
Graces." 

I hid to look lhai one up to discover that 
il meant not more than nine or less than 
three. 

I'm sure she was talking about j household 
where there was either one host or one 
hostess only, so that hrr numbers would give 
two couples, or five. 

Thai's another of the problems of Formal 
entertaining - - this f nnventioii which says that 
ynu must have the sexcj evenly balanced. 

The sort of entertaining I enjoy most il the 
much more casual sort — out of doors in the 
summer or round the fire in winter. 



There's not the same need to worry about 
balancing your numbers exactly; you can often 
serve food that you've prepared welt ahead 
so thai there's no last-minute flap with the 
hostess missing all the best oj Ike pre-dinner 
conversation. 



Food with a 
Christian name 

T*M sale here on recipes, too. I've got one 
1 know that 1 didn't get (rem any of my 
friends. 

It's called Jo Mazzotti — the only dish F 
know with a Christian name. You need 
I cup of butler or other cooking fat. 
S large onions, sliced, 
ljlb. Eeau minced pork. 
3 small cans concentrated tomato soup. 
Mb. mushrooms, sliced. 

1 hunch of celery, diced. 

2 green peppers, cot fine. 
Juice of j a lemon. 

Ilk. of sharp cheese, cut small. 
Salt and pepper. 

1 large packet nf broad noodles. 

You melt the fat, add the pork and onions, 
and cook until they are well browned. Add 
all the remaining incrcdients except die 
noodh*s, r_nd simmer for about IT> minmes 
tc make a rich sauce. In the meantime boil 
the noodles, and when they are dnne drain 
them and stir them into the mixture. Put a 
lid on the saucepan and cook it all slowly for 
about an hone. 

This is supposed to serve IG — but it 
won't, if they like it. It's certainly enough 
for ten or twelve. 

I work some variaiionj on the recipe. 

^ ou can use any raw mince meat — it's 
good made with minred stenk. It's best of all 
made for about six people with the lull ljlb. 
of minced pork, and halj all the other in- 
gredients. 

There's plenty of vegetable in it, so yon 
don't need anything except a prate, a fork, 
your Jo Maiznrti, and a fire — and perhaps a 
loaf of garlir hrrad to rat with it. I make obis 
hy crushing two dons of garlic into a quarter 
of a pound of vihened butter, spreading one 
side it each slice of a Vienna loaf liberally 
willi it, and pushing the loaf tightly together 
again. Ten minutes in a really hot oven heals 
it all through and bakes the crust beautifully 
crisp. 

Garlic's a bit risky, of course, unless you 
keep a log-book of your tptests' tastes! You 
can do it just as well with chopped chines 
added to the softened butter. 

Hostess* secret, 
for mufhing-up 

J'VK invented a washing-up time-saver for 
entertaining which is known in the family 
at The Sydney Swift Sluicing System. 

Suppose you've got eight for dinner and 
you're serving a ihree^rnurxe meal at the 
dining-room lablr- 

Just before y<Mi take the first course in — 
soup or whatever it is — you fill the sink 
with the hottest staler you can gel and add 
detergent to il. 

When you bring the soup plates out ynu 
drop them straight in Ihe sink and take in 
the main course. When you bring that out you 
lift the soup plates into the drainer and drop 
the meat phnes in. When ynu bring the 
pudding plates nut, lite ni4-.it plates are ready 
Mi drain and the pudding plaiet go in.

CASSEROLES wUl always be a boon 
to the housewife because they arc 
suitable for an endless variety of foods 
and are one of the easiest dishes to pre- 
pare and cook. 

Thr modem caucrnlr can Ijp defined a:* any 
meat or poultry combined with vegetables 
which is cooked with liquid in a tovered 
utensil in the oven. 

ADVANTAGES 

All casseroles containing raw foods are 
cooked very slowly in a moderate oven to 
ensure mingling of ingredients and flavors. 
This method has numc-ruus advantage*, the 
main anr being thai the. casserole can be 
placed in the oven and left to cook undisturbed.

• Ideal for freezing and for pre-rooking and 
reheating.

EQUIPMENT 



The first essential for a sui crssfi.il casserole 
is the con-ret type of utensil Thii can be 
earthemware, enamelird cast iron f useful, as it 
can be placed over direct flame!, topper, oven- 
proof china, or ovenproof glass, Copper puns 
arc good because tbey product even braL 

All utensils should have a tight-fitting lid, 
but if lacking this they can' be covered with 
aluminium foil. A really attractive casserole 
dish does improve the appearance of its con- 
tenti when served at the table, so choose care- 
fully from thr wide range now available. 

INGREDIENTS 

The following ingredient) are all suitable: 

MEAT5 

As previously stated, the tougher, more 
fibrous cuts of meat are mainly used. The?,r 
have more flavor than more expensive cuts, 
and the lung cooking tends to dissolve tough 
fibres. Cuts of beef. vaa.1» mutton, lamb* and 
pork mofjt suitable for cassc-rule rookery arc: 

Beef: Round, blade, chuck, or tkirt Bleak, 
oxtail, topside steak, and shortrib*. 



Veal: Neck chops, shanks. 
Mutton and Lamb: ¥■<■■.<■■ neck chops, and 
shanks. 

Pork: Spare ribs, chops. 

POULTRY 

Casserole rookery is an cxfelleni way to tisr 
the older, toucher birds and less tender por- 
tions such as legs. 

Rabbits also ninkc excellent casseroles. 
VEGETAB1XS 

Onions, carrots, and celery arc most gener- 
ally used in casseroles, but almost any vege- 
table crtfi be added They should be cut in 
large or small piece*, according to length of 
time casserole is to cook. 

Vegetable* such a* mushrooms, red or green 
pepper*, garlic, tamatarj, and herhs will give 
distinctive- flavor* to casseroles. 

BASIC METHODS 

Meat is cut into service-sized pieces and 
trimmed of fat. Vegetables are prepared. 

Care most be taken not to use too much 
liquid and to rcmrailjer that water content of 
vegetables is drawn out during cooking, Liquid 
can be thi* krned with flour or font Hour, if 
desired, or by reduction (fast cooking with 
lid rcmtA'ed, causing rt-aporaiion of liquid). 

Cooking times vary with quantities and sizes 
<>r ingredients, including vegetable pieo.'S. but 
basic raur rules should be . cooked slowly for a 
long time to ensure full flavor and to make 
meat and vegetables quite tender, 

T7 desired, meat used in casseroles can be 
marinatrd in a mixture of equal parts of 
vinergar or wine and oil before cooking. This 
marinade serves as thr rooking liquid, and is 
thickrncd and poured over the meat and VCgo- 
tablri. Marinade gives extra flavor, helps to 
make meat fibrrs trnder. 

TOPPINGS 

Partially rooked casseroles can be enhanced 
by the addition of toppings such as: 

Srones^ plath or in savory whirl fashion. 

Pastry pieces cut out in circles or designs. 

Potatoes as puffs or piped rose it es. 

Cmmbs such as crumbled breakfast cereal 
or bread or potato crisps. 

Topping should be placed! on uncovered 
casserole , which is then given extra cooking 
time, depending on type of topping used.

Note: This recipe can he varied by adding 
jurlic and mixed herbs in desired quantities 
or by substituting red wine for some or all of 
iht water Add other vegetable* as desired

Order, the main factor missing from his 
hachclor life, a continual rushing to planes, 
grabbing hoi dogs, tnaltrds, candy bars. 
Jacqueline rocooued him smoothly, running 
his house, conjuring delirious food, seeine. to 
his clothes, getting him places, all with effi- 
cient unobtrusiveness. This prmertiveness 
notably improved his health, buoyed his 
energy, and made possible even more phenom- 
enal Kennedy accomplishments. 

What Jolut Fitzgerald Kennedy brought 
into his wife's life is all-encompassing — a 
ration d'etre. Her only resentment: she sees 
too little of him, and he U so often tele- 
phoning when she wants to talk 10 him. 

Stayed at home 

During recent years, as the Senator 
stepped up his pace toward the Presidency, 
the Kennedys evolved a design for living 
hased on Jacqueline's belief that her hus- 
band's incredible energy must be replenished 
by good food and plenty of sleep. Her most 
publicised device for keeping her husband 
properly fed was to dispatch luncheons 10 
his office on a covered hot plate. 

These hot plates, identical with the nickel- 
and-ehina affairs uxed by Caroline, contained 
the same baby fare — peas-rhop-potatoey 
meals — prepared in the Kennedy kitchen. 
They pruved so tempting that the Senator 
abandoned his habit of snatching a midday 
sandwich or nibbling a candy bar. 

On weekday evenings the Senator and his 
wife seldom left home, often were alone, 
occasionally invited a few friends to dine. In. 
a city where entertaining is a major busi- 
ness Jacqueline went to formal social func- 
tions »o Infrequently that for several years 
she did not own a single long evening gown. 

"Weekends, when most people were re- 
laxing," Jacqueline explained, "Jack worked 
hardest," 

For three years previous to his ultimate 
campaign he crisscrossed (he country, speak- 
ing almost everywhere he was invited (back in

1959 he received almost 10,000 invitations to- 
speak) and finding out how the country res- 
ponded to his ideas. 

*'Kor instance, we might fly to Oregon for 
three or four days," Jacqueline reminisced. 
"Then we would gel up at six-tliirty a.m. 
and go to breakfasts, luncheons, dinners in 
different places." 

Jacqueline went on most of these trips. 
She learned to travel light. She took along a 
nit, a wool dress, a dressier dress with a 
jacket to ward off draughts at banquets. 

The campaign night which the remembers 
most vividly was the one when her husband 
was nominated for the Presidency, He was in 
Los Angeles; she was in Hyannis Port, on the 
other side of the continent. Throughout the 
interminable evening she sat in a rtraight- 
backed chair painting with furious concen- 
tration. 

Her mother and stepfather were with her. 
They watched TV and relayed a ntnniag 
account of what was happening. From time 
to time Jacqueline would drop her brush 
to see as well as hear the excitement. They 
stayed near the set until five a.n*u Jacqueline 
finished her painting, a pixyish interpreta- 
tion of the Senator's triumphant return. 

Next morning at ten, fresher than any 
daisy, she presided at her first Press con- 
ference as potential First Lady, 

Shortly before noon on January 20 the 
President-elect and Mrs. John Fitzgerald Ken- 
nedy crossed the White House threshold to- 
gether lor the first time. They stopped en 
route to the Inaugural Ceremony at the 
Capitol. 

The President-elect and his wife left their 
own limousine at the White House, he to- 
join President Eisenhower for the ride down 
Pennsylvania Avenue, while Jacqueline and 
Mamie Eisenhower followed in a second car. 
They were to return after the splendid cere- 
mony and a following luncheon in the old 
Senate chamber of the Capitol as the Thiny- 
fiftL President of the U.S. and the Thirty- 
lirsl First Lady. 

At 12.15. fifteen minutes after the new 
President had been sworn in, personal suit- 
cases, Caroline Kennedy's rocking-horse, and, 
wrapped in protecting plastic, the First Lady's 
white-sattn-and-chiffon inaugural gown were 
hrought into the While House, 

A few days later Borne of the choicest pieces 
of Vrench furniture from the Kennedys" 
home, paintings, books, and baby John's 
white wicker, pink-rihbon-run, dotted-Swiss- 
swathed bajRinet arrived.

"Huckleberry Finn." 

JfOST people think of "Huckleberry - Finn" 
a-, a boy's book — whii fi of course it is, and 
a good one. Against this view Ernest Hem- 
ingwiry'ii famous statement: "All modem 
American literature comes from one book by 
Mark Twain, railed 'Huckleberry Finn'." 
Snmrwhcre betwi-en these two opinions fie. 
the truth, but the truth is i Iumt to [he jecond 
judgment than the first. 

Twain put hi* yuuth into this book, but he 
did mure. He mirrored the dtvi.ions in every 
man's soul- the divisions caused by our desire 
tn live with Natntr. .ind our apparently strong 
desire to turn thai same Nature into one giant 
productive mill. 

In "Murk Finn" 1 there is no sentimentality. 
The pre-industrial America it depicts is one 
of murder, violence, feuds, Breed, and danger. 

It is the story of V'ourh. and it has been 
described a* "a hymn tn the strange, pu&deld, 
bul still rather beautiful youth of the 
Aini'ruan nation." 

Mark Twain was the first American writer 
to use the ordinary speech of tde Hftpte 
creatively. "Huckleberry Finn" destroyed the 
ei ►live n t tonal KiitHMt "Latrrary" sentenre. It 
introduced a new rhythm that followed the 
i^i^t. and turns of everyday speech. 

• HENRY JAMES (1843-1916): 

"The Ambassadors." 

JJENRY JAMES win a master at iracinc 
subtle telationships amuntr cuhtte rharar- 
irrs. lie exhausted every psychological psissi- 
biliiy of a given situation.

Under the old regime all 
trading was done like an auc- 
tion sale, with a chairman, and 
only one stock cnitld be traded 
at a time. 

Now the rhairman has given 
way to the "post" clerks, and 
all stocks can be tr.id.-d through 
the whole day. 

Brough was one of the first 
"post" clerks employed by the 
Exchange. 

His ambitions in the world 
ol bu.uiesc ate hisift — he wauls 
to join the exclusive ciri le tit 
stockbrokers, but there are only 
seals on the Sydney Ex- 



change and only one in vacant 
at present. 

If ii takes Brough 20 years 
he's- determined tn make it, even 
though the present com of a 
seal is between iM4,00() and 
£16,000. 

At present there's little pros- 
per! of Brough amassing so 
jlluc-h money — be is earning 
about £14 a week, but training 
in the Exchange is the best pos- 
sible grounding for him to 
reach hi* ambition. 

There are Ml other boys at 
the Exchange doing the same 
work and training as Brough. 
They slart when they're. 16 or 
17, arid usually leave at 21 
when they arc eligible to be- 
come operators. 

Hrouiih, who Ls about to finish 
his -Stock Exchange training, 
will transfer to general work in 
a broker's office. 

Financial cadets are expected 
to continue their education at 
Technical College or Univer- 
sity, and Brough is studying 
accountancy at night. 

But dun't mn away with tin- 
idea that be is all businessman 
— there's nothing of the "all 
work and no play" about 
Brpogjh. 

He's building himself a 25ft. 
catamaran sailing boat, likes 
photography, hiking, rowing, 
tennis, suHinn, woodchopping, 
taking rait girln, and — inevit- 
ably — investing any spare 
money in shares.
